under -sea real: estate out to the 
three - mile limit. but also all the 
ocean floor out to the limit of the 
continental shelf belonged to the 
province. 

It was no merely academic ques- 
tion, for future exploration may de- 
termine that vast riches in the form 
of oil reserves and minerals lie with- 
in the off-shore crust, and the gov- 
ernment which has jurisdiction will 
be in position to direct the trend of 
industrial. development and collect 
the revenues from it. That jurisdic- 
tion now ‘lies in Ottawa, and the 
principle has been established. not 
only for the Pacific Coast but all 
other similar offshore areas. 

The judges’ decision was not in 
the form of a ruling but merely an 
expression ef opinion, as asked, but 
jt carries almost the same weight. 
Mr. Bennett’s next move to acquire 
a share of possible offshore royalties 
must be directed to the political 
sphere. There he may negotiate with 
Ottawa, but since the court has in- 
dicated that the nation enjoys full 
control and jurisdiction, the federal 
government can hardly give away 


generously to one province what is 
owned by the other nine. It is not as 
though British. Columbia had costs 
of upkeep in regard to the conti- 
nental shelf or had,invested in its 
preservation. A mpromise no 
doubt will be worked out, with the 


province receiving emt considera- - 


tion. 


The quandary of oil drilling and 
underwater exploration £irms may 
not be entirely resolved by the 
court’s declaration. To date they 
have obtained permits from both 
governments in order to cover: all 
contingencies, but it is possible that 
lengthy controversy may still be in 
prospect. 


Although Mr. Bennett is deeply 
concerned by thoughts of the im- 
mense wealth which may be at 
stake, his anxiety is not shared by 
the people of this province. The 
Premier’s constant efforts to estab- 
lish a dichotomy of loyalties — to 
rouse British Columbians to fight 
for their “rights” against the federal 
power over the mountains has never 
got very far with the public.

inevitable logic. Wilson, the cold and 
subtle mechanic of politics, sometimes 
the artful dodger and always the 
desperate gambler, well ‘represents a 
society not.only in deep trouble but in 
organic revolution, perhaps the most 
hopeful. and assuredly: the most peaceful 
revolution of our ‘times. 


Collapsed Promises 


Such a process renders fixed princi- 
ples and mere doctrines like ‘‘socialism” 
irrelevant. Naturally Mr. Wilson aban- 
doned them as soon as he had won power 
by promises now in obvious collapse. The 
clear possi>ility that he may be ruined 
within the next six months and the 
certainty that the nation now faces a 
wrenching test. of its quality cannot alter 
the central fact — Britain's. revolution 
will go on but not as Mr. Wilson planned 
it and -not as most North Americans 
picture it. : 

In London these things were explained 
to me by some of Britain’s most 


Whether my impressions are right or 


wrong, the truth about Britain today is~ 


vitally, important to Canada — not alone 
for reasons of nostalgia and sentiment, 
but for the most practical reasons of 
business. 


Canada’s Position 


Where, we must ask ourselves, does 
Canada fit into the tumultuous current of 
events now flowing out of Britain — 
events which ‘are sure to alter the whole 
economic pattern of the world? Have our 
distracted government and _ clamorous 
opposition even begun to consider this 
primary problem, which cuts across all 
their comfortabe assumptions? I doubt 
it. 

There can be no quick® or pat 
answers. But. from some amazingly 
candid briefings at the highest levels in 
London and, still more enlightening, 
from innumberable talks with 
the factories, fields and pubs, the most 
‘yasi¢ of all facts emerges quite clearly. 
It is that Britain,’ after two decades of 
illusion and gross miscalculation of its 
power, at last has adjusted itself, like no 
other nation of the past, to a new, 
diminished but absolutely essential place 
in the affairs of mankind. 


For a great and proud people the 
adjustment is agonizing, so agonizing, 
indeed, that most men prefer not to 
discuss it.

"THERE was a lot of food for thought 

in Secretary of Defence McNa- 
mara’s cool announcement that the 
Soviets were building something exquis- 
itely entitled, in the best Pentagonese, a 
Fractional Orbiting Bombardment Sys- 
tem, alias FOBS. To 
begin with, the res- 
ponse to the an- 


astonishingly demon- 
strated the extra: 
ordinary double stan- 
dard (or one might 
say, the highly devel 
practice of

prevails in the United 
States today. Here 
were the Soviets, after all, going at least 
halfway towards breaking their promise 
to put no bombs in outer space. 

But was there the ‘kind of. chorus of 
outrage a out wicked-people stepping up 
the arms race, that greeted. the 
anhouncement of America’s ‘‘thin’’ de- 
ployment of anti-ballistic missiles? Why 
of course not! And was the miracle of 
detective-intelligence behind the 
McNamara announcement greeted with a 
chorus of praise, to balance the constant 
attacks on American intelligence serv- 
ices? Why of course not! 

Those who ask such silly questions 
probably ought to go stand-in a corner, 
in fact. Meanwhile the real story of 
FOBS, which hardly came threugh in 
McNamara’s characteristic, _Rand-style 
presentation, is also immensely interest- 
ing and instructive. | ¥ 

The thing Itself ‘is simply an ICBM 
made into a low orbit satellite, which is 
built to hurl a warhead at a chosen 
target from a pre-set point on the orbit 
round the globe.

That being the hard evi- 
dence, however; why on earth have the 
Soviets bothered to develop this much 
more expensive and less efficient kind ot 
satellite-ICBM?, For FOBS carries less 
warhead and has a much bigger, margin 
of target error than a normal ICBM. 

As such, FOBS cannot be relied on to 

attack hardened missile sites in the U.S. 
It will only be useful to attack strategic 
airfields (presuming the airplanes are 
not airborne already) or other soft 
targets like cities. The possibility that it 


—js really an anti-city weapon was not 


pointed out by the defense secretary, but 
it exists, quite clearly. Even so, why did 
the Soviets go to the extra bother and 
expense when they already have very 
godd ICBMs? 

Here, the answer is curious indeed. 
The Soviets evidently expected the. U.S. 
to install’ a full anti-ballistic missile 
system, instead of the much attacked 
“thin” system that is being installed 
(which will -give no defense against 
Soviet missiles, but will offer protection 
from Chinese lunacy). 


Low Orbit Advantage .

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Bennett Played Into Hands of Separatists 


But He Doesn't Represent the Nation 


Through the mouth of its 
premier, British Columbia has 
just struck a note on the 
separatist bell no more pleas- 
ing in Quebec than Quebec's 
is pleasing in ‘the country’s 
westernmost province. 


Mr. Bennett may lack suffi- 
elent political vision to sus; 
pect. it, but when he seeks to 
limit the rights. of, French- 
Canadians to the ‘Quebec 
tre in fact 
separates 
rest of Canada. 

He illustrates a  certgin 
o»tuseness of mind in English 
Canada. Certainly such a 
state of mind is becoming less 
and less common among our 
Anglo-Canadian - compatriots. 
It: corresponds, however, to 
the simplistic vision of 
English Canada customary 
among Quebec Supernational- 
ists and separatists. 


Nothing Changed 


On hearing politicians of 
Mr. Bennett's stripe, Quebec 
nationalists are in a good 
position to affirm: ‘See, 
nothing has changed in 
English Canada: those people 
are absolutely insensible to 
the French fact: they under- 
stand nothing of it." 

What they forget to mention 
is that Mr. Bennett does not 
represent all of English 
Canada; he represents it less 
and less. Provincial premiers 
like Messrs.- Robarts and 
Roblin are 
more representative. 

It is true that British 
Columbia is, with Newfound- 
land, a province where the 
French-Canadian minorities 
are the least numerous and 
the least compact. Therein 
lies the difficulty in getting 
French schools under way. 

It remains no less true that 
this western province could be 
doing much more than it is 
doing for the French-Canadian 
minorities, There, as else- 
where, is no reason why 
French-Canadians cannot 


in this respect

receive instruction in their 
maternal tongue wherever 
their number justifies it. 

It is. often vexing for a 
elosed mind to be placed face 
to facé with an open one. 

Prime Minister Pearson 
belongs to the latter category. 
And Mr. Bennett reacted 
poorly to the very sensible 
remarks by the federal prime 
minister, who had just 
declared at Banff that English- 
Canadians must*improve their 
attitude toward. French- 
Canadians and that the entire 
country must be the homeland 
of French-Canadians and 
English-Canadians, ‘which 
means that it is necessary to 
accord as much attention to 
the rights of the two linguistic 
communities as to those of 
individuals. 

In his narrow-mindedness, 
Mr. Bennett reacted as though 
touched by a hot iron. He 
retorted that Mr. Pearson 
“had messed things up enough 
without ‘having’ to come sow- 
ing confusion in the other 
provinces.” 

But could it Se Mr. Bennett 
who is creating disorder by 
refusing to recognize the 
cultural equality across the 
country of the two historic 
Canadian nationalities? 


No Harmony 


Does Mr. Bennett realize 
that by his closed attitudes he 
joins the Quebec separatists 
who argue that there cannot be 
a real, harmonious coexist- 
ence between the two groups 
in this country and that it is 
necessary to base the nation 
on the ethnic group? 

After this rather un- 
Canadian. discourse by Mr. 
Bennett, the move by two 
British Columbia MPs at 
Ottawa to invite. French- 
Canadian MPs to their prov- 
ince seems all the more 
useful. 

A half-dozen _ French- 
Canadian MPs would be ready 


to go to the western province 
to explain the aspirations of 
the country’s French- 
Canadians. The plan is worthy 
of encouragement. 

One can also see how 
important it is to inscribe the 
bicultural character of this 
country better both in our 
institutions and in reality. To 
achieve that, the declaration 
of human rights urged by the 
minister of justice, Mr. 
Trudeau, who would recognize 
the rights of thetwo linguistic

‘A Constipation of the Intellect’ 


The entirely refreshing and 
sincere “open letter” 
addressed several weeks ago 
to Rene Levesque merits 
reproduction here in full. 
However, here is a significant 
extract: 

“My French is very poor, 
but I hope that my five 
children will be bilingual. In 
our Ontario elementary 
schools French now must be 
studied. 

“You see, we advance 
slowly. There are English- 
Canadians with a very limited 
outlook. They love everything 
Britannic, but they are old 
and rustic. The young do not 
think like them ... They want 
simply to be Canadians. 

“A new generation has 
arrived; it will be better than 
the older ones.”’ 

Among the “old and rustic” 
one can certainly count the 
premier of British Columbia, 
who has given in recent days 
the measure of his incompre- 
hension and narrowness of 
mind in declaring (on the 
question of French schools) 
that his government - will 
never financially assist separ- 
ate or private schools or any 


The attempt to find out 
what the Russian Revolu- 
tion had been fought for 
provided the background 
for the political struggle 
of the 1920s. 


With the Kronstadt workers’ 
rebellion in 1920, the really 
populistic’ “Soviet” side of the 
revolution went down to 
defeat. From then on, “cen- 
tral committee” and then 
“politburo” would have-been a 
more appropriate prefix to 
Russia than “Soviet.” 

Trotsky, then Zinoviev, then 
Bukharin tried to reclaim 
Marxism-Leninism as the 
solid foundation in their oppo- 
sition to the ascendant current. 
of politics in Russia, but they 
found out that they were 
standing on a disintegrating 
ice floe. ~ 

When Trotsky in 1927 
attempted before the central 
committee to invoke those 
historico-rationalistic argu- 
ments which had been the 
staple of the Marxist dis- 
course before 1917, he aroused 
general hilarity. 

The only use of history in 
Stalin’s Russia was in a police 
dossier. Not the Marxian 
categories, but first. a major- 
ity of delegates, then . the 
command of the secret police 
were the determing factors in 
political decisions. 


The Attrition 


“At the 15th. party. confer- 
ence, Stalin assured his 
hearers. that were Engels 
alive he would exclaim: “May 
the devil take the old for- 
mulas: long live the victorious 
revolution in the ‘U.S.S.R.” 
Marxism in Russia had thus 
suffered a complete attrition. 

What exactly the revolution 
has ‘srought to the lives of the 
millions, the regime has found 
impossible to explain with any 
precision. Was socialism 
achieved in 1936, as Stalin 
declared? In 1955 his chief 
collaborator, Molotov, was 
publicly reproved for affirm- 
ing that Russia then was 
entering the era of socialism, 

Nor was Khrushchev more 
successful. in. attempting to 
warm up the old concepts. 
The 22nd party congress pro- 
claimed in 1961 that in 1980 
the U.S.S.R. would be entering 
the era of Communism but, 
beyond a sét of statistics, the 
party ideologies exhibited con- 
siderable vagueness as to how 
new .this better world would

be the prophecy of one who 
disapproved of the Bolshevik 
revolution but acquiesced in 
it, though not for ideological 
or idealistic reasons. 

Gorky, in his som?re 
assessment of the Russian 
peasant and of the civil war, 
wrote in 1922: ‘'... and as the 
Jews, led by Moses out of the 
Egyptian bondage;-so-will die 
the half savage, dumb and 
heavy people of the Russian 
countryside ... Their place 
will be taken by a new breed 
of people — literate, smart, 
energetic. 

“TI do not think that they 
will be the (proverbial) ‘plea- 
sant and engaging Russian 
people’ but they will be, 
finally, businesslike men, 
skeptical and indifferent to 
everything. which— does not 
bear directly on their needs. 
They will-not think readily 
about Einstein's theories or 
about the significance of 
Shakespeare or Leonardo Da 
Vinci, but probably they will 
spend: money on (biological) 
experiments and will undoubt- 
edly appreciate the import- 
ance Of electrification, the 
value of an agronomist, the 
advantage of having tractors 

” 

Subject to some corrections, 
not a bad picture of the 
mentality of the average 
Russian, or, for that matter, 
of the citizen of any other 
industrialized: country. But 
Gorky, who thought that this 
emancipated Russian ‘nation 
would be able to take a hard, 
unsentimental look at its 
history, would be astounded to 
see Russia's past as well as 
her present still subject to 
ideological controls by a 
regime which claims to em- 
body Marxism,

What is even worse, the 
distorted version of Marxism, 
when genuinely believed in by: 
the first generation of the 
Bolsheviks, was productive of 
fanaticism, rather than a 
rational and humane approach 
to the problem of social 
transition. 

What might be called the 
neoBolshevik line of criticism 
would still adhere to the main 
lines of Lenin's response to 
the Mensheviks: whatever 
pedantic arguments can be 
adduced against the revolution 
or the development of com- 
munism since then, it is silly 
to quarrel with history or to 
expect progress to be 
achieved painlessly. 


Not a Rope 
The revolution was not a 
rape performed by a small 


‘minority upon a huge nation 


and eventually the whole 
European civilization. It hap- 
pened because. the old was 
decayed and incapable of 
regeneration. 

Whatever the price, the 
revolution lit a beacon of hope 
for the oppressed masses 
everywhere, and in that sense 
it transformed and humanized 
even its enemies,—for the 
challenge of communism was— 
largely. responsible for capital- 
ism reforming itself and being 
compelled to emancipate the 
millions held in colonial sub- 
jugation. 

In the case of Russia, 
granted it hds brought terrible 
sufferings and abuses, but 
those have ‘been a by-product 
of the country’s backwardness 
and hence of the society's 
inability to perform the 
needed task of reconstruction 
under civilized conditions. 

Yet for all the ravages of 

Stalinism and the still prevail- 
ing lack of freedom, commun- 
ism has imparted vitality and 
purpose. and provided the 
necessary material bases for 
the future freer life. 
__ The work of the revolution, 
this argument holds, can thus 
be criticized in terms of 
nostalgia for the pre-1914 
world or an argument applic- 
able to all great historical 
events, on the ground that 
things could have been done 
“differently”? — i.e., more hu- 
manely, : 

But any rational activity, 
including the writing of his- 
tory, must come to terms 
with reality. And if so, then 
the October revolution cannot . 
be treated as a perversion of 
the ‘good one” of February, 
1917, as_m huge mistake, asa 17 
crime, or ‘be subjected to 
historical nit picking: this was 


good, that was bad, this went 
too far, etc. 

Many in the West would 
find it difficult or at least 
embarrassing to question the 
main lines of the preceding 
argument, a demonstration of 
how much of the self- 
appraisal of the Russian and 
even of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion has entered the main- 
stream of Western thought. 
But some points of this 
argument require“ a closer 
scrutiny. 

Has Russia’s advance as an 
industrial and overall power 
been due to communism? It 
would be difficult to refute the 
thesis that in view of the 
country’s size, resources and 
the rate of industrial growth 
for some decades before 1914, 
it would have been difficult 
for Russia not to achieve the 
pre-eminent position she holds 
as one of the world’s two 
super-powers. 

There is something schizo- 
phrenic in the regime’s boast- 
fulness. The main element in 
its self-praise has always been 
that no other system has been 
able to overcome its own huge 
mistakes as successfully as 
the Soviet! one; that no other 
nation could have endured as 
much in the way of mis-

its rulers asthe Russians. 


Qualifications 


As to-the significance of the 
Bolshevik revolution for the 
world at large, one is also 
constrained to make a few 


unique key to a rapid modern- 
ization of a Western society is 
sufficiently refuted by the 
example of Japan. But the 
universality of the appeal “of 
Communism requires one 
comment which may serve 
also as a’ final reflection on 
the Bolshevik revolution. 

Communism was born out 
of one world war, and it 
experienced its greatest 
expansion as a consequence of 
another.

certain nuances of Quebec

It is a mission- 
ary job that to us seems more 
exalting than depressing. 


A New Breed of People Emerged 


expansion of Communism 
after 1921 were often based on 
the probability of another 
imperialist war and people as 
astute as Trotsky and Radek 
often postulated the irhmin- 
ence of an Anglo-French or 
Anglo-American collision. 

The League of Nations was 
resented and abused by Soviet 
spokesmen not only as a 
possible nucleus of anti-Soviet 
coalitions but as a dangerous 
attempt to recreate a capital- 
ist world order. 

Even the absolute subor- 
dination of foreign Com- 
munism to Stalin’s Russia 
could be rationalized as the

Legacy Lost 
Beginning with 1948, this 
most hopeful legacy of the 
Bolshevik revolution could no 
longer be maintained. The 
Yugoslav conflict showed that 
Communism possessed no 
secret formula for ‘dissolving 
conflicts. between states which 
shared its basic assumptions. 
And with the ripening of the 
Sino-Soviet conflict, the tenet

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Setting Up False Premise 
Is An ‘Inexcusable Ploy’ 


In the context of the great 
Canadian unity debate, it is 
difficult to imagine a more 
unfortunate intrusion than 
that of Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett on the question of 
French-language schools. 


The moderates of Quebec, 
who include among their 
numbers the leaders of the 
major political parties, busi- 
ness and union spokesmen, 
intellectuals and the majority 
of the population, have 
rejected separatism. What 
they have not abandoned, 
however, is their demand for 
recognition in the rest of 
Canada of the special position 
of the French language and 
culture. 


To Feel at Home 


Most reasonable English- 
speaking Canadians now 
accept their responsibility to 
try to make the . French- 
speaking Canadians feel at 
home in all provinces. That is 
why, for example, we have 
French-language instruction in 
Ontario and will have French- 
language high schools in areas 
where they are justified by 
population. 

Premier’ Bennett. has obvi- 
ously misunderstood the prob- 
lem when he speaks of 
separate or parochial schools. 
There is only one school 
system in the province ‘ sup- 
ported by the taxpayer, he 
says, and that is that. 


Just Politics 


The premier’s ploy of set- 
ting up a premise and then 
refuting it may be acceptable 
in political byplay, but on an 
issue as important as this, it 
is inexcusable. 

It is. not a question of 
setting up a separate school 
system based on language at 
all. 

It may be quite true that 
the non-sectarian British 
Columbia school system was 
established before that prov- 
ince joined Confederation as a 
means of preventing the 
Church of England from be- 
coming the state church. But 
that is not questioned. 

No one ts asking Premier 
Bennett to set up a state- 
subsidized system of parochial 
schools. What is being sug- 
gested is that in those areas 
of British Columbia where 
there is a sufficient number of 


French, in the existing public 
schools.

It is a matter of a change in 
the language .of instruction. 
Nothing in the, British Colum- 
bia school system limits the 
power of the provincial gov- 
ernment in. the matter of 
changing curriculum, in this 
ease providing French- 
language instruction. 

Premier Bennett knows 
that. His response _ reveals 
either an appalling lack of 
understanding of the French- 
English problem in Canada or 


else he is setting up the old 
religious éducation Xogeyman 
for reasons of his own. In 
either case, it is unworthy of 
him. 

What Premier Bennett and 
those who think like him must 
realize is that the feeling of 
belonging to Canada is crucial 
to Quebecers. 

They don’t expect to hear 
French spoken on the streets 
of Vancouver or Toronto, but 
they want their ‘tanguage 
respected. One way to do-this 
is to provide instruction in 
French in public schools in 
French districts.

live, Many of the persons who 
are in a hospital bed after a 
bad heart attack get up and 
go back to work. 

Usually, the best test of a 
heart's soundness is what it 
can do comfortably in the way 
of exercise. I always ask a 
man who comes into my

We} 
would have to travel far and 
climb: high to find them in their| § 
native homes. The Chinese call/D 
the six-foot giant panda Bei- 
shung—the white bear. But pan- 
das are not really members of 
the bear family, 

The giant panda lives in out-of-| 
the-wayplaces, almost at the 
top of the world. The people of 
eastern Tibet and Southwestern 
China have known about him for 
jages. But 100 years ago he was 
almost -unknown to the rest 
of the world. His native home is| 
high on the slopes of the} 
|towering Himalayas. The frosty | 
white crowns of these mountains 
are the highest peaks in the | 
whole world.

But the younger 
men and women — those who 
were youngsters when their 
families were dispossessed 
and evacuated — have 
married, borne children, made 
friends and have become 
responsible citizens in the 
cities, towns and communities 
they now call home.

Friendships were made as 
far back as the first day they 
arrived in those various 
localities — tired, bemused 
and more than a little fright- 
ened.

Union Raises $13,000 for Appeals sesceee 


fishermen’s ‘union spokesman 
said Tuesday night that $13,000 
has been raised to aid the fight 
against a contempt of court 
conviction of three union 
officers earlier this year. 

Jack Nichol, business, agent 
for the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers Union, made the 
remark during an. address to 
the Vancouver Labor Council. 

He asked all unions for 
financial support. 

Mr. Nichol Tuesday won an 
appeal against his conviction in 
a 2-to-l decision by the B.C, 
Appeal Court, Sut two. other 
union officers, President Steve 
Stavenes and secretary Homer 
Stevens, lost their appeals. 

Fishermen's lawyer John 
Stanton said there will be an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 

Mr. Nichol said Jawyers’ fees 
already have amounted to 
$20,000 arid much money is 
going to be needed to take the 
appeals to the higher court. 

In’ addition, the union was 
fined $25,000 following the dis- 
pute last March in the Prince 
Rupert fishing strike. Sub- 
sequent comments in bulletins 
and a union membership vate 
on whether the injunction should 
be obeyed led to the contempt 
convictions. 

The three men were each 
sentenced to one year in jail. 

Stavenes and Stevens, who 
had been free on bail with Mr. 
Nichol, were returned to 
custody Tuesday pending a new 
bail application, Although they
